DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. Claims 8-10, 21, 23-25 and 27-28 are pending in the instant application. 

2. The Text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

3. Any objection or rejection of record, which is not expressly repeated in this action has 
been overcome by Applicant's response and withdrawn. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on March 04, 2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not deemed to be persuasive for the reasons set forth below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. Claim 28 stands rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph for reasons of record in 
section 7 of Paper No. 12 and in section 7 of Paper No. 18. 

First, Applicant is advised that the claim is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, indefiniteness. not first paragraph as alleged in the Response (page 6, last two 
paragraphs). Second, reference to claim 27 is irrelevant because the instant rejection refers only 
to claim 28, which recites " at least 25, 45, 55 or 60 contiguous nucleotides of SEQ ID NO: 3". 
Thus, claim 28 recites a broad range limitation (at least 25) together with a narrow range 
limitation (at least 60) within the same claim, which is considered indefinite.
